| less than a tlery furnace, for the ther- 


'mometer registers more than’ 100 de- | 
grees F. in the shade during 120 con- | 


secutive duys, und the mean tempera- 
ture, night aud day, for upwards of 
four months, is abuut 95 degrees. 
Malarial fevers, dysentery and ague 
fre prevalent, and the town is fre- 
quently visited by plague and cholera, 
and yet, thanks to the cool winter and 


prevailing north winds, the place is | 


not essentially unhealthy for those 
who are acclimatized, 

The habits and wants of the popu- 
lation are simple and are likely to re- 
main so for some time to come, but 
the sanitary state of the town is de- 
plorable. The creeks, which are tidal, 
supply it with drinking water, but are 
used indiscriminately for all house- 
hold purposes, and the stench arising 
from them at low water is overpow- 
ering.

Early Stages of Grip. 

At the beginning of am attack 
of grip, when it is manifested 
only by hendache and painful 
lassitude and the commencement 
of a cold in the head, it is advan- 
tageous to inhale eau de cologne 
profoundly four or five times a 
. day. Pour the eau de cologne on 
a bandkerchief and Inhale by 
the nose and mouth. This meth- 
od prevents the development of 
the cold and ought to be con- 
tioued for three days. Should 
the symptoms persist after this 
period this method should be 
giyen up and another adopted. 

In order to diminish the cold 
in the head, every three hours a 
pinch of the following powder 
should be taken like Snuff: Bo- 
racic acid, fifteen grams; cocaine 
bydrochlorate, twenty-five centi- 
grams; menthol, thirty centi- 
grams; salol, five grams, 

Or, again, fifteen drops of the 
following liquid should be taken 
as a gargie in half a glass of 
water at least three times and, 
{f possible, four times a day: 
Thymol, three grams; tincture of 
eucalyptus, twenty grams; alco- 
hol at 90 degrees, 100 grams, 

Or the vapor of a teaspoonful 
of the following mixture: Men- 
thol, three grams; alcohol at 80 
degrees, sixty grams, In a cup of 
hot water. It should be inhaled 
by the nostrils every two or three 
bours, 
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FLAGS FLOWN AT SEA. 


Significance of Certain Colors In the 
International Code. 

From time i!mmemoria!l flags have 
been flown by ships at sea all over the 
world, but it ts only in more recent 
years that an international code has 
been adopted. All the countries of the 
world now conform to fixed rules about 
the flying of certain flags, though, of 
course, each navy has its own secret 
code for use {n war time. 

The national flag of any ship when 
hoisted upside down denotes that the 
ship {n-question is In difficulties and 
tequires |mmediate assistance, which 
any passing ship is required to give if 
possible, 

The quarantine fing is a plain yellow 
square, holsted on the foremast, which 
indicates that the ship hag got an in- 
fectious disease on board or that it has 
come from an infected port. No per- 
son ts allowed either to go on board of 
to leave such a ship until permission Is 
granted by the sanitary authorities of 
the port. 

Tn all parts of the world a white flag 
Is accepted as a token of peace, a red 
flag as that of defiance and a black 
flag as that of a pirate. A green flag 
flying from the masthead of a ship or 
barge at anchor !ndicates that there is 
a wreck {n the vicinity.

HEAT AND COLD. 


What We Don’t Know About Tempera- 
sture Would Fill a Big Book. 

The highest honors of the scientific 
world await exploration in the un- 
known fields of temperature. Strange 
os {t may seem, we really know very 
ttle about temperature. Between the 
temperature of the surface of the sun, 
estimated at 6,000 degrees C., and ab. 
solute zero, estimated at minus 273 
degrees C., very lUttle has ever been 
discovered. The field of research bas 
been practically restricted to 725 de. 
grees or between the temperature of 
quid afr (minus 200 degrees) and the 
first visible red of heated fron (plus 
525 degrees). We know that at a tem. 
perature of 1,000 degrecs O. twenty- 
nine metals become Iiquid, at 1,069 
degrees gold fuses, tungsten melts at 
3 degrees, the temperature of the 
electric arc 19 3,720 degrees, and here 
begins the great unknown fn the world 
of heat. » 

The hottest thing on earth {s the 
electric furnace, with a temperature of 
nearly 3,780 degrees. In this Intense 
heat even the diamond can be melted 
and boiled like water. But this is bare- 
ly halfway to the temperature of the 
surface of the sun, and it is thought 
that research in these higher tempera: 
tures will ultimately result in the 
greatest discoveries of the age. 

What these discoveries may be no 
one can foresee, any more than any: 
one could have foretold the results of 
the discovery of radium.—New York 
World.

ADMISSION TOWEST POINT. 


What the Proposed Change In Condi- 
tions Would Accomplish. 
The proposition is under considera- 


| tion for a change in the conditions for 


admission to West Point. 

It is not proposed to lower the stand: 
ards of admission, but to admit any 
designated candidate who has passed 
Without conditions the entrance exam- 
inations to a university or college the 
standing of which is satisfactory to 
the academic board. It is also propos- 
ed to admit those who have passed 
what is known as the American col- 
lege board examinations without con- 
ditions, provided in both cases that 
the mathematical standard is equal to 
that reguired for admission to West 
Point. Of course such candidates will 
be subject to the same physical exam 
lination as others, 

It Is believed that this Is a step for 
ward, as it will enable young men who 
are preparing for college to go on and 
complete their education if they should 
have failed to secure an appointment 
to West Point. ‘They can thus prepare 
for college and for West Point at the 
same time, and this plan will put West 
Point in line to secure some of the 
brightest young men who are seeking 
a higher education. 

Not only will it decrense the num. 
ber of vacancies at the academy, but 
it is the general belief that young men 
selected from those prepared for col- 
lege will have a broader education and 
less liable to fail if they should enter 
the academy. At the same time this 
change will not prevent young men 
from taking a special course of study 
for West Point.—Army and Navy Jour- 
nal.

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RAILWAY FATALITIES. 


They Are Very Few, Considering the 
Number of Passengers. 
Nailway travel in the United States 
(s not so dangerous to life as the fre- 
quent disasters might lead us to be 
lieve. The number of passengers kill- 
ed annually shrinks into insignificance 
by comparison with the number who 
are carried over the roads In safety. 
A New York mathematician estl- 
mates the average length of a railway 
journey in the United States as thirty- 
four miles. ‘he record of fatal accl- 
dents shows that on the average 
2,275,122 such journeys are taken in 
safety to each one which results in 

killing a passenger. 

If a man were to start riding out 
these 2,275,122 safe journeys at the 
tate of tw6é per day for each business 
day in the year {t would take him 
3,792 years to complete this amount of 
cailroad travel. To have begun riding 
so that he would meet his death in a 
railroad accident during the present 
year he would have bad to begin his 
trips more than 1,800 years before the 
Christian era, 

As fatal railroad accidents are few- 
ev in England, Germany and other 
countries than here the showing be- 
comes all the more favorable to the 
safety of railroad travel when the 
whole world is taken into considera- 
tion, rather than the United States 
alone.—New York American.
